In TENNESSEE, for example, an extensive progran has been developed, County 
farm ond hence agents, apecielinte end Bxtaneton afininiatrators, together 
with 15,000 voluntacr Germanity Fietory Goumitteenen, aid all other ageney 
people interested in rural welfare, wore mobilised in May for a State-wide 
educational driva (2 ascquedet fera Psmtlier with the T=peint program tb 
control the coat of living. 
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Following the five-State regional meeting in Asheville, 8. C., a steff 
meoting was held in Knoxville, fenn., to discuss the program, and to 
determine the informations] materials and procedures that were nesdad to 
reach all farm femilies promptly, A meeting of representatives of ali 
State end Federal agenole#s, working with rural people to acquaint then 
with the program, was held in Nashville, Then district meetings of ali 
interested agencies were held. These were followed by meetings im all 
counties ag rapidly as pessible, 


Eight teams of speakers, two to each of the four Extension districts, 
attended the county meetings to explain the program and outline the re- 
sponsibilities of Victory Comitteemen, so that they might sarry the ine 
formation to their neighbors at community and neighborhood meetings which 
were then held. 


Voluntery Community Victory Comaitteomen, three to five leading farners 
and farm women in each of 2,400 organised sommnities in the 98 counties 
of State, had been selected earlier in year. Each committesmen was recog- 
nized officially with a certificate of Sppointasnt as a Victory Comittes- 
man for “mobilisation of farm families for cooperation in War Smergency 
Programs for the freedom of humanity end civilisetion.*

Also, New Mexico farmers and 
agency representatives had a background of several years of experiance 
considering econcuic problems in the orgonized county and State land use 
planning werk.

in Iowa, too, heavy reliance was placed upen the neighborheed leader syetem 
to bring the facta of the Program te Control the Cost of Living heme to all 
iowa farmers, Earlier in the yaar, the néeigaborhosd leader system had been 
expanded so that men and women cooperators were aslected for each 4-square- 
mil® areac-one man and one women leader for each 16 families. Bl ghty-twe 
persent of the 28,000 leaders had had prewlous training in such nel gnbor- 
hood work. Some urben men and women leaders aleo reseived such training. 


Such direct contacts were supplemented by the usual metheds of contacting 
darge groups of farm people, such ag through radio and press releases, 
through meetings, snd through the distribution of prepared literature on 
the Costeof-Living Program.
